Revision of thr United States 
Employment Service's definition 
of a "Veteran if World War H" 
to conform to the definition 
contained in the G. I. Bill of 
Rights wns announced today by 
H. R. Harnlsh, state manpower 
director. This means a "Veter­ 
an of World War II" is any per­ 
son who has served in the active 
service of the armed forces of 
the United Slates subsequent to 
Sept. 10, 1940, and who has been 
discharged or released therefrom 
under conditions other than dis­ 
honorable. The term 'armed 
forces' includes the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard, Na­ 
val Reserve, Coast Guard Re­ 
serve (exclusive of Coast Guard 
Reserve Temporary), National 
Naval Volunteers, W.A.C., Waves, 
Spars, and Marine Corps Wo­ 
men's Reserve. Individuals cov­ 
ered by the revised definition 
will receive full Veterans Serv- 

in the United States Em­ 
ployment. Service.
